• Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Dr. Vincent provided arguments with respect to the examiner's 
interpretation of the word "coating" and suggested that the interpretation is inconsistent with the definition used in the 
specification. The examiner explained the position of the Office with respect to the claims being given their broadest 
reasonable interpretation. The examiner asked for a supporting definition of the term "coating" within the specification. 
Outside of the use of the word "coating", no definition was provided. The examiner also suggested language that 
would possibly remove the current rejection. The examiner suggested that the applicant clarify that the "coating" 
covers each particle in its entirety, not just covers outer surfaces. Dr. Vincent explained that the coating does not cover 
each particle entirely because of pinholes in the coating. Dr. Vincent used the language that the coating substantially 
covers each particle. The examiner then suggested that the amendment be presented with such a supporting 
argument. Dr. Vincent indicated that the SPE would be contacted in order to further prosecution with respect to the 
term "coating". 
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
